RESTRICTED IMMIGRATION. 

On the question af immigration the 
Bulletin has -always taken strong 
ground in favor of selected, as against 
indiscriminate immigration For a 
time it appeared ta be almost alone in 
the stand taken. But it was not iso- 
lated, it was only. a\litile in advance of 
public opinion, The , Westminster, a 
leading organ of the Presbyterian 
cburch in Oamada, iu a recent issue 
speaking of the government’s action 
in restricting the incoming of certain 
immigrants from Roumania, says: 


“It is to be hoped for many. reasons 
thait this is an unmistakable intima- 
tion of a settled purpose op the part 
o( the Canadian authorities to under- 
take a regulation of immigration mpre 
strict than has ever yet been exercised 
in this country. 

However harsh it may seem to good 
people of humanitarian syrapajthies on 
both sides oi the Atiantic, there must 
be some check off a permanent and ef- 
fective kind imposed upon the recxiess 
and( indiscriminate importation of 
defective classes which has been going 
on under the stimu:us oi an indirect 
bonus to steamsLip companies and 
their European agenits. he settle- 
ment o. the Canadian Northwest and 
its iture influence on the political 
destiny oi the Dominion are matters of 
far too grave import to be left to mere 
chance. We are now in a position ta 
choose whom we shall encourage of 
even permit to settle among us, and it 
is our abvieus duty to choase deliber- 
ate:y and intelligently. The rabid an- 
ti'-British sentiments of European for- 
eigners in the United States during the 
South African war has opened the eyes 
oi Canadians to the danger which 
threatens ourselves, and we will de- 
serve a like degradation if we fail now 
to take the necessary precautions. It 
may be unhesitatingly assumed that 
nearly al! European foreigners are 
now anti-British and will long remain 
50, even while residing in Canada.”

SIR CHARLES AND IMPERIAL FEDERATION 

The following is pubtished by the 
Globe as an English translation of a 
recent interview with Sir Charles Tup- 
per published in Le Presse, of Monjs 
treal. Sir Charles is anxious to appear 
ia the English speaking provinces as 
the leading Imperial federationist, 
but! when adé@ressing the people: of Que- 
ber, his tune is changed: 

“As to Sir Wilfrid Laurier, you can 
say in effect. that he is too English 
for me, with: his programme of Im- 
perial federation, At the time of the 
jubilee of Her Majesty Queen Victor- 
ia, {ir Wilfrid, faithful to his promise 
thait he had made to the electorate, 
went to England, where he should have 
worked; for a treaty of mutual prefer- 
ential trade metween England and 
Canada, which was besides one of the

“Instead of that Sir Wilfrid changed 
his notion, and sitting at the table with 
she lords and other political bigwigs 
o: tne United Kingdom, he trampled 
under foot his promises and poured 
out the floods of his eloquence ‘in favor 
of the parliamentary federation of the 


empire. 

“He even went on to say that 
Canada had no need of mutual pre- 
ferential! trade, after having previous- 
ly said, in a speech made at ‘West- 
mount, Montreal, that it was hie in+ 
tention to pame a commission to de- 
vise ways and means of obtaining pre- 
ferential trade. Imperial federation 
guch as is preached by Sir Wilfrid 
would, be a national plague; it would 
be, ina word, the abolition o? sur sys- 
tem of responsible government, giving 
the Imperial government the pewer to 
dictate laws to us. Aside from that, 
Canada would be taxed according to 
population for the maintenance of the 
Imperial government; that is to say, 
Canada would pay a tax of $46,000,- 
000 simply for the maintenance of the 
English army, and the honor of being 
represented in a parliament sitting 
three thousand miles away. 

“The prime minister's ideas of Im- 
periai federation make thoughtful Can- 
adians shrug their shouiders-“Fhat 
is why I say that Sir Wilfrid is too 
English for me, The sending of the 
Canadian contingents to Africa has 
been an excellent thingfor Canada,and 
it is not upon that kead that I base 
my remarks that he is too Eng- 
lish.” igi

Mr. Fielding’s treatment of the de- 
putalttion was so utterly unfeeling and 
his manner so indifferent ¢bht ‘be 
deputation were discouraged, and no 
further efforts were made, although 
some members of the cabinet told in+ 
dividuals members of the deputation 
that the preferential tariff was unfair 
and some relief should be given, but, 
pinfortunaitely, they were men of no 
influence in the councils of the party 
although holding cabinet positions. 

‘The treatment received by the depu- 
tation referred to was so unsatisfac- 
tory that manufacturers in many.ather 
lines, who were waiting the result of 
the interview with Mr. Fielding, look- 
ed upon it ap’ a hopeless case, and de- 
tlined to go to the expense and loss 
of time of going to Ottawa to receive 
the same treatment; therefore, they 
dropped the maitter. 

It Mr. Fielding could hear the ex- 
pressions of opinion throughcut” the 
whole country, as to his obstinacy and 
ignorance of fiscal mattters, he would 
noti,feel quite so satisfied in his mind, 
It is to be hoped, in the interest of the 
country, that there will soon be a 
change of government.

It is esti- 
mated that some 30,000 citizens were 
on Dufferin terrace and other points 
af vantage on the city front, On dis- 
eravbarking the men ‘Were met by 
Pro-Mayor Tanguay, who read an 
addtess of welcome. “Canada,” said the 
address, “greets your return with 
unmingled joy, bringing home as 
youl do a record of honor which sheds 
lustre upon our country.” Headed by 
local bands the men lined upto march 
to the citadel, but hundreds of rela- 
tives and friends who had come to 
Quebec ito meet them, invaded the 
ranks, boisterously greeting the re- 
turning + soldiers and destroying all 
semblance of -discipline. Some of the 
men were carried on the shoulders of 
their admirers, and before .the prd- 
cession had gone far there were more 
civilians than soldiers in it. Amid 
the greatest enthusiasm, with flags 
flying in all directions, the men were 
escorted to the citadel, where they 
are quartered at present.

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EDMONTON DISTRICT LAST YEAR. 
The following is the report of R. A. 
Rattan, land agent at Edmonton, to 


the department of interior for the 
year 1899: 
The number of homestead entries 


granted is 946, as compared with 815 
for the preceding year; tha gales of 
Canadian Pacific Railway lands num- 
ber 350 for 1899, as against less than 
half this number for 1898. This does 
not tell the whole story. During the 
past year lands held by corporations 
and by individuals, which had for many 
yoars lrin idle and unproductive, have 
passed into possession of newcomers ta 
the district, at prices ranging from $3 
to $12 per acre; the purchasers intend 
permanent occupation; and fheir pres- 
ence in the formerly sperse commun- 
ities will serve a most useful and 
svholesome purpose in lessening the 
burdens of the farming population, in 
farilitatiag the erection of school dis: 
tricts, and in their subsequent msin- 
tenance; in the prosecution of neces- 
sary public works, roads, bridges, &c., 
and, in short, in adding to the strength 
which resuits from unity; in reducing 
ell the evils which belong to isolation. 
The consolidation in settlement, the 
improvements in farm dwellings, ia 
barns, &=., the erection of elevators and 
float mils in addition to the pork-pack- 
ing p'ants o* Edmonton and Calgary, 
the eremtion of the Burns’ abattoir ia 
Calgary, the building of churches and 
schools in towns and country; all these 
things, and. many more, speak alo- 
quently o: the ‘present « vigorous,, 
healthy and progressive condition of 
the agricultural industry in North- 
ern Alberta. 


From one end of the district to the 
other one may encounter none but 
prosperous and contented _ settlers. 
Even the newcomers (who have got, 
as yet, but little produce from their 
own farms), haye, in the fair wages to 
be earned, shared in the general good 
fortune, 


The existing prosperity is largely 
éue to the intelligent action of the 
railway companies in reducing the rate 
oa farm prodube shipped to British 'Co- 
lumbia. 

An important benefit to the whole 
community hes flowed from the in- 
creased flour milling facilities which 
we new enjoy and which, I am’ happy 
to say, are likely to be still farther 
enlarged in the near future. It is due 
to these mills that wheat haA sald 
largely at Edmonton above its export 
value. We may depend upon it, that 
every flour mill successfully operated 
in the district is, in a certain degree, 
a guarantes that the farmer shall get 
more nearly than he could otherwise 
Ld e to do. this {laut va’ ue of his wheat. 

It is estimated that the whole crop 
of cereals amounts to about two and a 
quarter millions of bushels, fhree 
quarters d* a million being wheat and 
the balance oats, with a small quant- 
ity of barley. About half of the wheat 
appears to have been injured conse- 
quent upon its having been cut too 
green in fear of the frost, which we 
most fortuantely escaped. Owing, 
however, to the high price now muiling 
for pork (5 cenits per Ib. live weight) it 
is possible that our farmers may make 
more money out of the inferior grain 
which they feed to hogs than the bet- 
ter quality grain which is sold. It is 
no doubt due to the increased pork 
fatking which is now being done in 
Edinonton and Calgary that live stock 
fetches the present satisfactory prices, 
and thalt its value is fikely to be per 
manent. ; Se, { 

Oaits have been an exceptionally fine 
crop this pasit year, and I am assured 
that ic is quite an ordinary thing to 
find white milling oats weighing 45 
to 46 pounds per bushel, 

The oalts in the Edmonton district 
are, in’ yield and quality, unsurpassed. 
There is already one oatmeal mill in 
Kitirathcova, but none in the town of 
Edmoniton; and I hbpe as soon as qur 
Tailway connection shall have been es 
tablished we shall have no difficulty in 
se~uring the erection of a first class 
mill on the north side of the river, 
to the general advantage of the pro- 
prietors, the farmers and the town of 
Edmonton. 


The action of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway company in importing thor- 
Gughbred cattle and hogs, for the ‘im- 
frovement of the live stock in Alberta 
is commendable. Spirited enterprise 
such as this, following the reducticn 
in transporit rates, is likely to go far 
to convince the settlers of the com- 
pany’s good will, and that its manage- 
ment cleatly/recognizes the fact that 
the prosperity and contentment of any 
region are, the) best basis wpon which 
to rest the fatlway shareholdeia’s hope 
ot future traffic and profit. 

Inconclasiqn, I am hoppy th say that 
the demonstration of the success of 
Pgrion lige: in Alberta, the abundant 
signs of grosperity, visible everywhere 
the evident satisfaction of the settlers, 
coustitute a potent immigration agen- 
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ey. The people here are enthusiastic 
as to the climate, soil, crops, and mart; 
ket probabilities; they are urgent in 
their -favorabls representations to 
friends abroad. The results must be 
a rapid influx of settlers from East- 
ern Canada and from those states of 
the ‘union in which free or cheap land 
is no longer proourabie to meet the 
necessities of the people. : 
Cannda need have no doubt or fear 
as \to.the future of the Western Terri- 
tories, it has taken a long time per 
hap: te demonstrate their value; but 
that the demonstration is at length 
fomplets is attested by the multitude 
of comfortable homes, and the other 
avidences of prosperity, which «greet 
one et every turn, over the vast region 
lying between the Red River and the 
Rocky Mountains. :

In the year 1887 some seeds of ‘the 
Pyrus beccatia, a wild form of Siberian 


crab apple, were obtained by the Otta~: 


wa i experimental : farm, from 
Russia, and in 1890, and 1891, 
yong trees grown from the seed were 
sent to the farms at Brandon and In- 
diam Head, where they have grown 
most successfully, have proved hardy 
and are beating fruit abundantly. As 
this.was the first variety of apple that 
had proved successful experiments 
were instituted to improve the sizeand 
quality of the fruit, which in its na- 
tive form is not much’ larger than) a 
cherry and is often quite astringent. 
An account of these experiments is 
given in the last rerort of the director 
o? the experimental farms, 


In the spring of 1894 this Siberian 
erab apple was crossed with several 
varieties of hardy apples, and also with 
some of the larger crabs. In this way 
160 thrifty young trees were obtained 
and during the past season 30 haive 
fruited and several have borne heavy 
crops. Five varieties have been select 
edas most promising. The largest is a 
cross of the hardy Tetofsky apple, with 
the Siberian crab. The fruit is de- 
scribed as 19-16 inches across, 16-16 in- 
ches deep, of a uniform yellow color, 
very attractive in appearance; \flesh 
yeilaw, solid, crisp, juicy, mildly acid 
with a pleasant flavor and_ slightly 
‘astringent. The skin is thin and the 
fruit bakes well, 


A cross of the Wealthy apple with 
the Siberian crab is 1 1-2 inches across, 
1 i-4 inches deep, skin smooth and of a 
deeip| red color, while tihe fleh is a pale 
yellowish pink, firm, crisp and juicy, 
sulf-aicid and of fair quality. It bakes 
well. The other three varieties \are 
smaller, but possess many goad qual- 
ities. Prof Macoun, the horticulturist 
o> the experimertal farms, does not 
expect that these new fruits will be 
miuich esteemed where laryer fruits can 
be‘grown, huti he says that if they. ean 
be grown without specisl care cr 'pro- 
tection by farmers generally through- 
out the Northwest country and the 
colder sectious of Ontario and Quebec 
where the lange sized apples do not 
Suisceed, they will prove a great boon 
to the settlers in those districts, and 
furnish a wholesome and healthful ad- 
dition ‘td the food of the rpeaple. He 
says thal as five good sorts have been 
found among the thirty-six of these 
crosses which have fruited—it/ is prrob- 
able that many other equally good, or 
possibly superior, sorts will iacur 
among the many cross-bred trees— 
about 270 now growing at Ottawa— 
which have not yet fruited. As the 
more useful of the hybrids bear fruit, 
the seeds of the finest specimens will 
bel sown, aind{ it is thought that in’ time 
aia. increase in size and improvement 
in| euality aff the fruit may be expected. 
The horticuliturist in his report says 
thet “within a few years we _ shall 
doubtless have from these sources a 
considerable number of useful sortis of 
aipples ripening at \different periods 
in the season, which will endure the 
climate of all the settled parts of the 
Northwest country.”

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PRAISE FOR EFFICIENT SERVICE.

As- 
ton of my division, in bringing to jus 
tice the suspected murderers of the 
late Nelson Hagle, of Lacombe; more 
than a year elapsed from the time of 
the murder, in June, 1898, until the 
arrest of Mrs. Hagle in October, 1899, 
during which time Staff-Sergt. Evans 
was quietly and steadily working on 
this case, which he ultimately brought 
to a successful . termination, \ The 
smart arrest! of the other, T. A. Quigt 
ley, near Kamloops, B. C., by Sergt. 
Aston was not only most creditable to 
himself but to the force generally. The 
good work done by Corporal Trotter, 
of the Fort Resolution detachment, 
calls for commendation. These non- 
commissioned officers, several hun- 
dred miles from headquarters, had to 
face not only great difficulties .and 
hardships, but also danger to their 
lives before they succeeded in arresting 
and bringing to Fort Saskatchewan 
the murderers Pay-i-u, © Nape-so-sus 
and Panui Sabourin.”

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THE MARCE TO MAFEKING. 

The correspondent of 
Weekly Times, writing from Mafeking, 
on June 20th, says = ‘ 

“The siege and relief of Mafeking 
are now ranked amongst the glorious 
records of the British army, and the 
names of its brave defenders and gal- 
lant commander are known’ all cver 
the civilized world, but in the’mids* of 
all these enthusiastic rejoicing’s we 
have overlaoked one of the finest’ fore- 
edj marches which has ever been made, 
and this, too, by troops which have 
been sent to help the mother country 
by her colonies. 

“On April 18th C Battery of the Roy- 
al Canadian Artillery, under Major 
Hudon, received orders to proceed to 
Cape Town and embark ,for Beira, 
where they were to form part of the 
Rhodesian Field Force under General 
Sir Frederick Carrington. The fallow- 
ing morning they left Stellenbosch and 
did-a forced march of 30 miles into 
Cape Town, and sailed on board the 
Columbia with their guns the \same 
evening. j 

“Arriving at Beira on April 22nd, 
they disembarked on ‘the following 
day, and part of the battery left by 
train the same evening en route for 
Marandellas, where the general had 
established his base camp. The Yer 
raainder of the battery started for ‘the 
same destination the following morn+ 
ing, accompanied by four officers and 
100 non-commissioned officers and men 
of the Queensland Mounted Infantry, 
who were deta‘led as escort in the 
guns. Despite having to unload the 
guns and baggage at Bamboo Creek, 
where the varrow gauge ends, and rey 
load everything on the bread gauge 
wagons, the first part of the contin- 
gent reached Marandellas on ‘April 
26th, after a journgy in open trucks, 
gn what is certainly one.of the worst 
railways in the worid of 380 miles, the 
remainder arriving on the following 
day. General Currington considered it 
ndvisable that, if possible, more artil> 
lery should be wito Colonel Plumer’s 
columea, end made his plans accarding+: 
ly; the avtcome shows with what pre- 
cision they were made and how excel- 
lently they were catried out by, ibe 
men entrusted with them, It must 
be borne in mind thajt both guns 
and escarts were without horses or 
mules, so the “Salisbury to Bulawayo” 
coaches and animals were monopolized 
by the general's orders, to be excju- 
sively at his disposal until the column 
was safely through, Two guns left 
Marandelias on April 36th, the remain- 
der joilowing on May ist and 2nd, and 
reached Bulawayo on the 6th, a dis- 
tance af nearly 300 miles. On arrival 
there they imisediatiely entrained and 
proceeded to Ootsi, where the line was 
out, and, detraining, did a + forced 
march from.there to Safetel, a dis- 
tanve o! over 60-miles, and joimed Gol- 
onel Plumer’s coiumn at that place on 
the 14th. Colonel Viumer moved the 
some day and met the souchern column 
uuder Colonel Mahon af. Jun Massibis, 
and relieved the jong-besieged Maie- 
king on May iGth, after a march of 33 
miles, (

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“In order to appreciate the pluck and 
perseverance shown by the Canadian 
ertiillery and Queensinnders on this 
occasion, one must consider the ob- 
stacles they had io contend with on 
the lines of march. To start with, 
many of the men arrived at Maran- 
dellas without coats, as these had been 
burned off their backs by sparks from 
the engine, which is fed by wood fuel 
and does not carry a spark protector 
on the funnel, The rojling stock -is 
absolutely deficient. and the men sat in 
open trucks on their ammunition, bag- 
gage, etc., exposed to the great heat 
by day and at night to a biting cold 
and fever mist, which makes itself felt 
som after sundewn; add to this the 
ponstant danger by fire, which had ‘to 
be very carefully guarded against on 
account of the ammunition. At Mar- 
andellas, when every available coach 
and wagon had been procured, it was 
found that the men: would have to sit 
on top of {he ammunition and bag- 
gage, so that once more they were 
forced to undergo the severe trial of 
having to sit through the long day's 
jolting in a mule wagon, very much 
bvercrowded, and often unable to move 
in order to chanze their positions and 
relieve their strained and cramped 
limbs. Yet 'they did it without ae mur 
mur and reached their destnation, a 
distance of nearly-700 miles, which 
they had completed by train and mule 
Wagon, in eight days. Their journey 
from Stelleabosch to Mafeking, via 
Calpe Town, a distance of 3,130 miles, 
was arcomplished in 33 days, and - in- 
cluded, roughly speaking, 1,900 miles 
by: sea, 120 miles mazthing, 300 miles in 
mule wagons, and nearly 809 miles by 
train.” ae

WOUNDED HORSES ON THE BATTLEFIELD 

The Rev. F. Lawreure, hon. secre 
tary of the church society for the pror 
motion of kindness to animals, was Te- 
ceived at the Elysee Palace this morn- 
ing by General Dubois, chief secretary 
to President Loubet- The president 
had himself consented to give Mr. 
Lawrence an audience, but owing to 
the presence of the Shah. of Persia in 
Paris, and the fressure on the prest- 
dent’s time, due to the assassination 
of the King of Italy, M. Loubet derut- 
ed General Dubois to act in his stead. 
Mr. Lawrence handed General Dubois 
a brief memorandum setiing forth the 
objects of his mission, and pointing out 
that the Geneva convention is an 
fgreement drawn up by the great 
powers in 1864 having for its object 
the amel‘oration of the con- 
dition of wounded soldiers af- 
ter a battle, and the protection of all 
who aid wounded men. In 1868, at a 
sacond conference held at Geneva, the 
original convention was amended, but 
the amendmert so made was never 
formally ratified. Still, this amend- 
ment was accepted, and acted upon by 
Germany and France in the year of 
1870, and there seems to be a tacit 
ngreement that the precedent so es 
tablished shall be maintained. It may 
therefore, be held that the terms of 
the convention are eee Ee 
ment by setting up ofa p e. The 
seventh clattse of the original and duly 
ratified convention of 1864 provides 
that the details shall be left to coca- 
manders ot the respective armies: 
Whait is now asked is that in all fub 
fture wars the commander-in«chief 
shall agree that mem detailed to at- 
tend to the animals shall haves the 
same protection as these who succour 
woundea men. If this be done a new. 
precedent will be established, pvhich 
will probably become as authoritative 
as other provisions which are pow. in 
full foree. General Dubois, who ap} 
peared much interested in the propos- 
al, said the object of the society was 
most praiseworthy, and deserving of 
ali possible encouragement. General 
Dubois added that it would give him 
much pleasure to lay the matter before 
the president of the republic, who, he 
Was sure, could not fail to give the pra 
posal his cordial approval.

FIGHTING AT MACHADODORF. 

London, Aug. 28.—A special des- 
patch from Pretoria, dated August 
27, says: “It is stated that fighting 
with Botha’s commandoes was fre- 
sumed this morning, The Boers’ lines 
were broken and the enemy is falling 
back. The British casaulties are re- 
ported to be considetable.” ‘ 


Lerd Roberits reports under date of 
Belfast, August 27. as foliows: 

“Our movements_are slow. on |. aw 
count of the extent and nature of the 
country. To-day we made a satisfac- 
tory advance and met with decided 
puccess. The work fell entirely to Bul- 
ler’s treops and resulted in the cap- 
ture of Bergendal, a very strong posi- 
tion two miles northwest of Dalman- 
utha. I met Buller at Bergendal short- 
ly after it was reached by our troops. 
I am glad to find the occupation cost 
less than was feared on account of 
the approach being across 
glacis for two or three thousand yards, 
and the determined stand of the en- 
emy. The Inniskillings and Second 
Rifle Brigade formed the attacking 
(party. The latter suffered most. { 
hope the casualties do not exceed fifty 
or sixty. One officer was killed and 
two wounded. A good ,many Boers 
were killed and a poml-pom (quick fir- 
ing gun) captured. 

“French advanced-on the left to 
Swarts kopjes on ‘the Leydenburg 
road and prepared the way for the 
movement of Pele-Carew’s division 
to-morrow.” ; 

Lorenzo Marques, ‘Aug. 28.—Heavy 
fighting is reported to have-occurred 
alt [Machadodorp. The Boers are 
said to have been defeated with great 
loss, leaving their guns and ammuni- 
tion in the hpnds of the British.

CANADA’S NEW TRANSCONTINENTAL LINE. 
Toronto World. 
Mr. Mackenzie said, in an interview 
Winnipeg a few days ago, that it 
is expected the Rainy River line to 
connect with the Southeastern termin- 
us will be completed in 1901. Sixty 
miles of rails, he said, have been laid 
in the west aud i20 miles of grading 
has been finished aud *s ready for 
tracklaying. There are now in the 
neighborhood of 2000 men at work, 
but Mr. Mackenzie will increase that 
number by 1000 durin the fall amd 
winter \months. The Saskatchewan 
section to connect with Prince Albert 
will be completed during the fall of 
1901.—Exchange- 

It is not 20 years siace +‘Northern 
Ontario has been opened up for set- 
tlement and development. Previous 
ta the construction of the C. P. R. ihe 
country now traversed by that line in 
Northern Ontario was practicallyy in- 
accessible, And the growth of Can- 
ada westward from Lake Superior to 
the Pacific is due almost entirely to 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. From 
Ottawa to Vaneoviver we have a belt 
of territory, varying in width at dif- 
ferent punts ‘ihat has Leen settled by 
prosperous farmers, miners and mer- 
¢thants. At the end of .two decades 
the Canadian Pacific Railway finds it- 
self one of the most prosperous rail- 
way corporatiors on the contiuent. It 
is paying 5 per cent. on its common 
stock after meeting every obligation 
it has undertaken to ray. Little won- 
der then that a start bas been made 
in the construction of a new trans- 
continental line through a belt of ter- 
ritory still further to the morth of the 
tract traversed by the C.P. R., Sub- 
Arctic Canada is about the only part 
of North America that has not been 
exploited, But its day has come, and 
the most active development in rail- 
way construction’ during the next jive 
or'ten years will undoubtedly be along 
and through our Sub-Arctic country. 
Already in the west we have gond up 
north as far as climate conditions ‘will 
fpermit. The Yukon country ‘is now 
quite accessible, although tex’ years 
ago the fossibility of our having rail- 
ways and telegraphs in this far north- 
ern (region never entered the imagina- 
tion of the most visionary optimist. 
Within) a, few years we will have rail- 
way commurication with Hudson Bay. 
Between the Yukon in the west and 
Hudson Bey in the east, we have a 
country of grezit possibilities. whether 
viewed from an agriqultural or min- 
ing standpoint, A transcontinental 
iine giving access to this belt of soun- 
try has been started, and there ig no 
fteason why its construction should not 
proceed continuously so thet within 
five or ten years Canada will have its 
second Pacific railway, As the con- 
struction of the O. P. R. and the set- 
tiement of the country opened up by 
it is responsible for the prosperity thai 
now prevails in Canada, so the con- 
struction of a second transcontinenia! 
line through ‘the far north will prove 
equally beneficial to ‘the country, 

There is no reason why dull times 
should strike this counitry for the next 
“0 years. The country traversed by 
the C, P. R-bas only got! a fain start, 
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while that tributary to the proposed | 


new transcontinental system is a 
virgin territory aiwailing ithe » pres- 
ence of millions of cajpital and millions 
of settlers.

TERRIBLE STORM IN THE WES‘. 

Souris, Aug. 29.—The worst storm 
ever witnessed in this district passed 
aver here last night, leaving many 
evidences of its effectiveness. About 
ten o'clock clouds began ‘to gather 
in the weet, and the lightning {lash- 
ed incessantly, ‘About two hours ail 
terwards jthe storm reached here, 
mecompanied by rain, hai] and a ter- 
rific hurricane of cyclonic nature, 
causing considerable damege through- 
cut the town and district. In 
town ‘the Sowden rink, a build: 
ing about 25 by 160 feet, was lifted 
off its foundation and carried about 
the width of itsel#, where it collaps- 
ed. The other large skating and curl- 
ing rink, belonging to the Souris rink 
company, also suffered, the north end 
being blown in about three feet at 
the bettom, and a piece about fif- 
teen feet square torn out of thei roof. 
The fence “around the Turf club 
grounds is all down and tthe grand 
stand turned upside down. The tower 
of the Roman Oa'tholic church and 
the top of the front of Crawford’s 
brick store was also blown down as 
well as the smokestacks of Sowden’s 
and Deyell & Co.’s elevators. Several 
windows were blown in, as well as a 
number of houses aire now short of 
yvhimneys, Farmers arriving in town 
this morning report considerable dam:> 
age to outbuildings, while hardly a 
stook of grain is left standing, but 
is scattered in ali directions, 

Whitewood, Aug. 29.—-A cyclone 
strubk this town about 8 o’clock last 
night, and demolished most of tbe 
town. <n 

Thornhill, ‘Aug. 29.—One of the most 
severe electric storms of the season 
passed over this district last night, 
doing considerable damage. A stable 
containing eleven jhorses behonging 
to Mr. M. Nichol, of Calf Mountain, 
was struck by lighting and \burned 
to the ground, Not one of the horses 


escaped. p43 24 : 

A storm believed to have been of 
serious character \swept over the 
country between Deloraine, Napinka, 
and as far west.as the Rocky: Moun- 
teins.

PORT ARTHUR AND FORT WILLIAM.

The editor of the Miner spent sev- 
eral days at the Canadian head of the 
lakes last week and is glad ‘to say! that 
the towns of Port Arthur and Fort 
William are taking a new lease ‘of life, 
aspecially so as to the former, and new 
buildings and public improvements are 
going forward in both places. 

A year ago Port Arthur was in the 
cum-dums. The tewn had an air of 


being on the down grade. There_was 
na ‘stir; no business or rather activity. 
The sidewalks were made of lumber, 
routen and brbken. The piers, once 
the scene of bustle, from the traffic of 
in-coming and out-going steamers and 
other crafit, were deserted and going 
ta decay. The town zattle were roam- 
ing at will on the grass-covered streets 
The brick and stone ruins of buildings 
davastaited by fire were standing just 
as ‘left by fires of years azo, v menace 
to the unwary pedestrain, and a warn- 
ing to the intending investors that 
the town, if not dead, was at least 
hypnotized by the C.P.R. into a long 
sleep, the result of the quarrel | with 
thalt corporatioa,; which also was res: 
consible for the up-building of its ‘hat- 
ed, rival, Fort William, 

‘To-day ‘all the above is changed. Tha 
blueness of the reople has given way 
to\cheerfulness, to hope, to confidence, 
to action. The tumbled-down  side- 
walks have been, and are, being  re- 
placed by broad stone pavements that 
would be a credijt-to any. city, | The 
old fire-smoked and damaged walls 
are, being replaced by new, substantial 
stone and brick business blocks, New, 
brick business blocks are going up, 
others are in contemplation or in ‘the 
hands of contractors. New. hotels are 
being erected and the old stand-bys, 
“ike the Great. Northern and the Al- 
goma, are being improved, the former 
by‘puttiny inj a steam+heating plant at 
a cost of $6,000, and with other im- 
provements on that hotel that will 
bring the cost well up to $20,000. A 
number of new residences are going 
up, the hospital is being enlarged, and, 
perhaps the best of all, from “the 
qiandpeint of an investor, is the fact 
that the town is om a cash basis, 
Every dollar’s worth of work being 
done by the town is paid for in bank 
(Cheques, In short, Port Arthur to 
daly. comes pretty near being as good a 
town as Rat Portage, the only differ- 
ence in our fajvor, being that we pos+ 
sess a splendid waterworks and sewer- 
age system, something not yet under- 
taken by that town, Its rival, Fort 
William, however, has both, and is 
now enlarging its sewerage\ plant, 
which is an expensive pumping system; 
onl account of it being situated on low. 
wet ground. Port Arthur, on the 
contrary, is situated on high and dry 
ground and boasts of a natural surface 
drainage, which meets the present re- 
quirements of the town. t 

The reader may enquire what. has 
brought about the changed conditions 
in the welfare of Port Arthur? Welk 
briefly, it is becau'se of the locationi of 
the eastern terminal of the new On- 
tario & Rainy River railroad in Port 
Arthur, which also is to be the seat of 
fll its car shops and other works, and 
headquarters of the entire new rail- 
way sytem that eventually will ex 
tend from Port Arthur to Port Simpl 
son on the! Pacific coast, with branches 
to the Klondike and other porticns of 
the great Canadian Northwest. It 
will be seen from this that the faith of 
the residents of Port Arthur is well 
founded, and that fron; naw on ain era 
of prosperity will contin to augment 
its growth and importante, Already 
there is talk oF big wholesale estab- 
lishments, ai big waiter-power and 
kindred manufacturing interests, with 
smelters for the iron, copper and sil- 
ver ores thajt are tributary to the town 
in richness and abundance, It will be 
well in the future to “keep your eye 
on Port Arthur.”

taken to aquaint the authorities with 
these facts. Had the case been small 
pox it weuld have surely spread, or 
else providence has been unusually 
gmiadiqus. Now, we are glad to say, 
all danger has passed.

PRIVATE STEWART IN AFRICA. 

The following incident in the work 
of the Strathconas ig narrated in a 
letter written by Private John Stew- 
art, late of Edmonton, toe his sistent in 
Sbraitheona, pnd published in the Plain- 
dealer: my 

“A and B squadrons were sent outin 
the morning to escort a wagon back 
through a pass about five miles from 
here. ‘A squadron were the advance 
B squedroa the reserve, A squadron 
got on ‘the hills, had some fighting 
with the enemy. Lost 6 mea with 
horses. We covered their retreat that 
time under fire. Then we drew back 
to a pond, watered our horses, when 
an Imperial officer said for some of jus 
to ride to the top ofa hill and 
see if we could see the enemy, Six of 
us including myself and the regimental 


Sengt. major were told off. We 
went over the level ground, some 
smoking, others as unconcerned as 


rould be, never suspecting anything 
unusual, When we reached the foot 
of the hill the serzt. majar said to 
put in the spurs, ride up the hill and if 
we saw anything to wheel. We did 
so and whe». we were about half way 
pp, bang; whiz, whurr! we had ridden 
right up to within 50 yards of overt 206 
Boers. Wheel! I should say so, bult 
lets before, behind us, above and 
around us. How they did come! We 
ran and they after us. I ran for 
one mile full pelt until my hoarse 
was almost played out, the rest of the 
men had retired behind the railway 
ling io a house. They returned the 
fire and when we seven reached them 
fell 
rider safe, they could not understand 
We put our horses behind the 
house and went to the track and 
soon had the Boers stapped, 6 of them 
were killed or woanded. it was a mir- 
acle that we 7 were unhurt. Yester- 
das we were under shell fire from en- 
emy. They are supposed to be sur+ 
rounded on all sides. A general en- 
gagement will iake place to-morrow,* 
we'll be there.”

CREAMERY BUSINESS. 

C. T. Daykin, writes as follows to 
the Lacpmbe Advertiser < suggesting 
a creamery for that place instead of 
the present cream gathering station: 

We have just distribu‘cd cream 
cheques for July. The amount of 
cream delivered for the month was 
2573.7 inches making 2858 pounds of 
4yutiter, on which, cheques for $284 have 
been paid. When the balance comes 
at the end of the season — the total 
amount for July will be over $450. 
This is the largest amount ever paid 
here for one month's cream, but it is 
fax short of what it should be. A dist 
trict like this should produce twice as 
mijch. Nothing is so steady and sure 
in its returm tothe farmer as a 
pumber of good dairy cotws. Grain is 
(Precarious at best and beef is too slow 
for most of us to wait for. At any 
ralte a cream cheque coming every 
month will keeg the .pot boiling 
while crogis and beef mature.
